We are sure the new facelift Lantra cannot fail to 
impress; it represents up-to-the-minute automotive 
engineering and breaks new ground with its 
advanced new styling. Take a close look at its body; 
every aspect blends beautifully, the result of hours of 
devoted attention to detail. 


The Lantra oozes confidence from top to tail. The 
bonnet flows down to the colour matched bumper, 
the low nose providing a clear field of vision. The 
flush mounted headlamps, discreetly restyled front 
grille and integral air dam combine to emphasise the 
Lantra’s striking style yet hint at an inner toughness. 


On the doors, body coloured mouldings, enhanced 
with chrome inserts on GSi and CDX models, add 
character and help to protect against minor knocks. 


The windscreen is steeply raked and the front and 
rear pillars are deliberately slim to provide generous 
visibility without compromising overall body strength 
or stability. The side window glass is gently curved 
to enhance the Lantra’s body style while the rear 
perspective blends smoothly into the curved and 
aerodynamic side profile, ideally complementing 

the distinctive front. 


The raked rear screen, augmented by a stylish 
spoiler on CDX models, and the high boot lid bring 
a sporty feel and, below them, the curvature of the 
one-piece, wrap-around, body-coloured bumper 
underlines the Lantra’s overall styling. 


The facelift Lantra is the strong, sophisticated shape 
of things to come. A car to be watched not only for 
its winning style but for the presence it undoubtedly 
commands on the roads. 
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A closer inspection of the individual features of the 
new facelift Lantra will confirm just how smart the 
design team has been in every aspect and at every 
stage — from concept right through to production. 
The Lantra clearly exemplifies the pride of Hyundai's 
designers and engineers. 


The wrap around rear lamps help define the Lantra’s 
character and are a near perfect match for the 
strikingly restyled front light clusters. But it’s not all 
looks — the performance of the new headlamps has 
also been improved, with a new multi-focus reflector 
system and clear lens. 


The door mirrors, which fold back under impact, 
have been designed to contribute to the Lantra’s 
excellent aerodynamics, as well as to provide 
safe accurate rear viewing. They are body colour 
matched on GSi and CDX models as well as 
electrically operated. 





The electrically operated sunroof brightens and cools 
the Lantra’s spacious interior and a sliding sunshade 
protects against strong sunshine. 


Wherever you look on the Lantra you'll notice the 
thoughtfulness that has gone into each and every 
feature: that’s why Hyundai believes the Lantra can 
help to satisfy the most demanding needs of the 
driver and family.

Surprisingly spacious 


Now step inside the new facelift Lantra, but don’t be 
surprised by its spaciousness. Lantra’s outstanding 
value for money is not just the result of its 
exceptional levels of equipment. It has been 
designed to provide more room and comfort for 
everyone in the car. . 


The Hyundai engineers have created Lantra’s space 
by concentrating on a longer wheelbase and wider 
track which in turn helps to ensure a more stable, 
smoother ride with effective handling. That’s what 
Hyundai understands by total comfort. 


The seats, both front and rear, have been designed 
with the driver's and passengers’ comfort firmly in 
mind. The GSi and CDX include driver's seat height 
adjustment and lumbar support, while on all models 
front seat head restraints are height adjustable. The 
rear seat offers a 60/40 split folding facility for 


carrying extra luggage or those awkward sized loads. 


Five seat belts are, of course, standard and the front 
inertia reel belts are height-adjustable. 


Maximum comfort inside any car owes a lot to good 
temperature control and air flow. In this respect too 
the new facelift Lantra will not be found wanting. 
The heating and ventilation controls are simple and 
efficient in operation. A powerful four-speed fan 
coupled with strategically located vents helps to 
ensure the right temperature is delivered to the right 
place at the right time. 


For even more effective temperature control, Lantra 
GSi and CDX models include air conditioning. On long 
hot journeys the car can be kept cool and comfortable, 
while on cold, damp days the air conditioning controls 
the climate in the car to help keep you warm and your 
windows clear. Whatever your type of motoring, air 
conditioning helps you torstay alert while you travel and 
refreshed when you arrive. 








The driver’s view 


We feel sure that the quality of the Lantra will be 
immediately apparent to the experienced driver 
even before it goes on the road. The sweep of the 
dashboard faithfully reflects the distinctive soft 
curves of the body styling. The fabric trim is 
designed to be smart and durable. Doors close 


solidly and reassuringly — one of the many elements - 


in this car that give an all round quality feel. 


The multi-adjustable seat and steering column helps 
to achieve just the right driving position and on the 
road the speed-sensitive power steering contributes 
to more effective control. The padded, four spoke 
steering wheel (leather-wrapped on CDX models) can 
also add to driving comfort. 


Great care has been taken to ensure that every 
control and gauge is clearly identified and easy to 
reach or read — that’s ergonomics in action. There’s 
a clear line of vision over the low front end and 
excellent visibility all round. 





Multi-function control stalks are angled and indented 
for finger tip convenience. Controls for electric 
windows are mounted on the driver’s door armrest 
within easy reach. 


The instrument cluster is clear and bright and 
includes a digital clock located under the rev counter. 


In-car entertainment facilities have not been 
neglected either. The AM/FM stereo radio cassette 
(AM/FM stereo CD/radio with RDS in GSi and CDX 
models) operates through four speakers, one in each 
of the front doors and two in the rear parcel shelf. 
The peaceful atmosphere inside the car need only be 
disturbed by your personal selection of music.

Performance to please 


At the heart of the Lantra is Hyundai's Beta engine. 
Developed in-house by Hyundai, this in-line four- 
cylinder unit is available in 1.6 or 2.0 litre versions. 
These 16 valve, double overhead cam, lightweight 
engines feature computer-controlled fuel injection 
and deliver confident performance without 
sacrificing economy. 


They provide high torque over a wide rpm range: 
maximum power of the 1.6 version is 116 bhp at 
6,000 rpm and the 2.0 version develops 138 bhp, 
also at 6,000 rpm: and both engines produce 
acceleration and top speeds to please most drivers. 


Both the 1.6 and 2.0 litre variants can be specified 
with a five-speed manual gearbox or a four-speed 
automatic transmission. The automatic transmission 
includes feedback control technology to improve 
gear change quality while a light clutch and short 
gear shift action enable crisp, precise gear changing 
on the manual box. 


Up front the recognised industry standard 
MacPherson strut design enhances ride comfort 
and handling and lessens noise and vibration. At the 
rear is a multi-link system that, in conjunction with 
the front suspension, lifts Hyundai handling to new 
heights. Wheel damping is achieved by coil springs 
and stabiliser bar, carefully calibrated to achieve a 
balance of ride comfort and effective road holding. 
No matter what the road surface or driving style, this 
advanced four-wheel independent suspension is 
designed to deliver a smooth, comfortable ride. 


To complete your driving pleasure the power 
assistance system provides better handling and 
feel and is noticeably sensitive, supplying greater 
assistance at low speeds and less at high engine 
speed. The steering wheel is designed to be 
vibration-free and the whole column is collapsible. 




















All round strengths 








Hyundai recognises that safety is a major 
consideration for the responsible car buyer. So 
Lantra designers have put as much effort under 
the skin as they have on the surface. 


A combination of active and passive safety systems 
includes driver's airbag and height-adjustable front 
seat belts on all models — all designed to improve 
peace of mind on the road. 


The Lantra has benefited from the very latest 
computer-aided design technology and engineering. 
Computer simulations were extensively used to test 
the Lantra in a wide variety of operating conditions 
even before the first prototype was built. Now, in the 
flesh, the Lantra body is designed to help protect 
you and your passengers. 


Special body deformation areas — crumple zones - 
have been designed into the front and rear of the 
Lantra to help absorb potential collision impact. In 
addition, every door is reinforced with high-strength 
steel bars to provide extra margins of safety should a 
side impact occur. The roof and engine compartment 
have also been reinforced to help complete the 
‘safety cage’ construction. Everyday reassurance 





is rounded off by energy-absorbing bumpers which 
are designed to help prevent damage to the car's 
bodywork from bumps at less than 5mph. 


Special attention has been paid to the Lantra’s 
stopping power. The result is effective braking, 
enhanced pedal feel and greater stability. 


Hyundai safety standards are not just set on the 
outside. A 60 litre driver's side airbag, which must 
be used in association with the seat belt, is fitted 
to every Lantra model. 


The steering column is collapsible which helps to 
absorb crash energy while the dashboard is shatter- 
resistant and the glove box is designed to act as a 
knee protector. 


For families with young children, rear-door child locks 
are designed to guard against inquisitive fingers. 


When you do leave your Lantra, an engine 
immobiliser and central locking help to thwart 
envious thieves. For even greater security, the 
2.0 CDX also comes with a remotely operated
